Any  College  Student  Eligible  for 
National  Political  Oration 
Contest 


Many  changes  ,according  to  an  an- 
nouncement made  to  the  Y NEWS 
office,  will  be  made  in  the  regula- 
tions of  the  1930  National  Intercolle- 
giate Oratorical  contest  on  the  con- 
stitution, the  finals  of  which'  are  to  be 
held  June  the  nineteenth  in  Los 
Angeles.  Each  school  must  choose 
its  orator  by  April  fifteenth  for  this 
contest  which  in  1929  had  entries  re- 
presentatives from  542  colleges  and 
universities. 

The  ten  minute  limit  has  been  aban- 
doned and  a word  limit  of  1500  words 
has  been  set.  The  total  amount  of  the 
prizes  remains  $5000,  the  lowest  prize 
being  raised,  however,  to  $400,  but 
the  first  prize  remains  at  $1500.

Lutz  Closes  Tax  Lectures 

The  series  of  lectures  on  the  Tax 
Problem,  in  charge  of  Professor  A.

Testament.  His  latest  work  is  “New 
Solutions  of  New  Testament  Pro- 
blems,” published  in  1927.  During 
his  professorship  at  the  B.  Y.  U. 
Summer  Session,  Dr.  Goodspeed  will 
give  courses  in  “The  Literature  of  the 
New  Testament,”  and  “Formation  of 
New  Testament  Canon.”

Fortner  Y Student  President  Cell 
Findings  Boosts 
Television 


A.  Ray  Olpin,  ’23,  former  student 
body  president,  debater,  and  instructor 
in  physics  at  B.  Y.  U.,  comes  into  the 
limelight  again  in  connection  with 
recently  developments  in  television. 
These  columns  recently  carried  in- 
formation relating  to  the  invention 
of  television  apparatus  by  Philo 
iFarnsworth  in  California. 

In  connection  with  researches  at 
the  Bell  Telephone  Laboratories  in 
New  York,  Mr.  Olpin  has  been  mak- 
ing contributions  in  the  field  of  tele- 
vision for  some  time.  Recently  he 
has  developed  photoelectric  cells  suf- 
ficiently sensitive  to  light  and  light 
fluctuations  to  make  it  possible  to 
to  pick  up  and  transmit  outdoor 
scenes.  Extensive  research  led  to  the 
development  of  this  cell,  which 
vostly  more  sentitive  than  any  cell 
heretofore  constructed,  and  Mr.  Olpin 
is  to  discuss  his  researches  before  the 
combined  convention  of  the  American 
Physical  and  Optical  Societies  this 
month. 

Times  Credits  Olpin’s  Work 

The  New  York  Times,  in  comment- 
ing on  this  new  improvement  says, 
“The  outstanding  contributions  that 
have  made  colored  television  possible 
are  a new  photoelectric  cell,  new  gas 
cells  for  reproducing  the  image  and 
the  instruments,  associated  directly 
with  them.  To  render  the  correct 
tone  of  colored  objects  it  was  neces- 
sary to  obtain  photoelectric  cells 
which  would  be  sensitive  throughout 
the  visible  spectrum.  This  require- 
ment has  been  satisfactorily  met. 
Through  the  work  of  A.  Ray  Olpin 
and  G.  R.  Stillwell  a new  kind  of 
photoelectric  cell  has  been  developed

As  a direct  result  of  a speech  made 
by  senator  Reed  Smoot  of  Utah  before 
the  senate  of  the  United  States  or 
June  10,  1929,  a certain  national  tobac- 
co company  has  signed  a stipulation 
with  the  Federal  Trade  Commission 
agreeing  to  discontinue  certain  practi- 
ces in  cigarette  and  tobacco  advertis- 
ing. 

In  the  senator’s  speech  before  the 
senate  of  June  10,  1929  it  was  shown 
that  the  methods  used  in  said  com- 
panies advertising  campaign,  of  pub- 
lishing  testimonials  of  football 
coaches,  opera  stars,  and  actors  to  the 
effect  that  the  cigarettes  in  question 
were  actually  conducive  to  making 
slender  figures,  clear  speaking  voices, 
vim  and  vigor  on  the  athletic  field, 
were  nothing  more  nor  less  than 
fraudulent.  The  senator  cited  govern- 
mental statistics  to  show  that  by 
means  of  what  he  termed  pernicious 
advertising  and  the  smoking  that  fol- 
lowed the  adolescent  in  America, 
especially  the  girl,  was  becoming 
more  and  more  amenable  to  tuber- 
culosis, nervousness,  and  as  a matter 
of  fact,  (contrary  to  statements  made 
in  the  advertisemeonts)  that  cigaret- 
tes actually  tended  to  make  the  com- 
plexion ashen  rather  than  aiding  it. 
Raps  Advertisement  Falsehoods 
The  Utah  senator  and  alumnus  of 
the  Brigham  Young  university,  de- 
cried at  the  outset  of  his  speech,  the 
fact  that  even  in  the  days  of  the  open 
saloon,  tobacco  interests  would  not 
have  dared  to  present  such  brazen 
falsehoods  as  “Smoke  cigarettes,-  they 
are  good  for  you!” 

“Not  since  the  days  when  public 
opinion  rose  in  its  might  and  smote 
the  dangerous  drug  traffic,”  he  went

SENATOR  SMOOT  AND  CIGARETTE  ADVERTISING 


Honorable  Reed  Smoot,  senator  Ifrom  Utah  and  alumnus  of 
the  Brigham  Young  university,  scored  another  impressive  triumph 
on  the  high-road  of  common  sense  when  through  a movement  in- 
stigated by  means  of  a speech  to  Congress  in  June  of  last  year, 
a certain  national  tobacco  company  was  forced  to  cease  unethical 
advertising  methods  as  was  charged  in  Senator  Smoot’s  message 
to  Congress. 

It  was  shown  in  the  senator's  speech  that  the  persistence  of 
the  companies  'in  nefarious  means  of  advertising  such  as  playing 
up  the  fact  that  cigarettes  made  one  slender,  or  aided  one’s  speaking 
voice,  made  one  vigorous  on  the  athletic  field— and  other  points 
that  were  nothing  less  than  plain  falsehoods  had  aided  materially 
in  the  enormous  increase  of  cigarette  sales  in  the  past  few  years. 
Testimonials  signed  by  a coaches,  opera  stars,  and  actors  were 
many  times  the  mere  acquisition  of  a name,  signed  for  a.  considera- 
tion, the  signer  sometimes  never  knowing  the  nature  of  the 
caption  to  be  used  in  connection  with  his  signature,  or  perhaps 
having  never  smoked  the  particular  brand  of  cigarette  he  advocated 

Senator  Smoot  simply  provided  in  his  bill  that  tobacco  and 
tobacco  products  be  included  in  the  same  scope  as  the  food  and 
drug  acts  which  would  provide  for  strict  regulationj  concerning 
labels  placed  around  sold  goods  and  for  the  advertising. 

The  Utah  senator  ably  defended  his  action  on  the  matter 
with  a clear  summary  of  what  cigarettes  do  in  a matter  of  ef- 
ficiency and  health  to  men  and  women.  Her  also  pointed  out  that 
due  to  the  difference  in  nervous  makeup  of  the  sexes  that  women 
suffered  considerably  more  by  the  use  of  cigarettes.;  or  tobacco 
used  in  any  other  form  than  did  men.

CAN  WE  HAVE  HAPPINESS? 


Professor  Harry  Hepner,  psycho- 
logy teacher  at  Syracuse  university, 
offers  us  ten  rules  for  happiness 
which  he  confounds  the  reformer  and 
consoles  the  sinner. 

‘When  you  want  to  be  bad,”  cited 
Professor  Hepner,  "You  are  not  much 
different  from  other  people,  nor  are 
you  any  better  than  most  of  them 
when  you  are  good.  All  human  tend- 
encies are  similar,  and  you  must 
reason  that  you  are  no  exception. 

The  ten  rules  he  offers  are: 

1.  Be  good.  The  straight  and  nar- 
row path  is  the  one  that  leads  tc 
sanity. 

2.  Admit  your  defects.  You  are 
not  supposed  to  be  perfect. 

3.  Associate  with  happy  people. 
Belong  to  some  kind  of  club. 

4.  Try  to  accept  some  kind  of  re- 
ligion. The  happiest  man  is  he  who 
accepts  a religion  completly  and  un- 
questionably. 

5.  Keep  your  perspective  on  IHe. 
Realize  that  in  the  scheme  of  things, 
worries  which  at  the  time  seem  over- 
whelming are  really  trivial. 

6.  Love  someone  intensely.  That 
is  the  natural  tendency. 

7.  Believe  in  all  human  beings. 
Don't  let  misplaced  confidence  des- 
troy your  faith  in  human  nature. 

8.  Have  a hobby  and  a plan  in  life. 
Use  one  to  balance  the  other.  If 
your  work  is  mental,  choose  a hobby 
requiring  physical  exertion. 

9.  Change  your  environment  fre- 
quently and  take  a vacation  when 
possible.  H you  can’t,  rearrange  your 
living  completely. 

10.  You  must  reason  that  you  are 
no  better  than  others  and  that  others 
are  no  better  than  you. 

We  repeat  these  rules  here  because 
we  -feel  that  they  contain  a certain 
essence  of  human  philosophy,  but  as 
fait  as  applying  them  to  the  acquisition 
of  happiness  it  is  the  writer’s  opinion 
that  they  will  not  carry  one  very  far. 

Observation  teaches  us  that  happi- 
ness is  made  up  of  nobler  constitu- 
ents than  attainment.  It  comes 
thrbugh  unconscious  effort  and  not  by 
the  adherence  to  the  rigidity  of 
formula. 

The  possession  of  happiness  is 
art  and  no  art  can  be  contained  within 
the  bounds  austere  development.  It 
is  expansive  and  unbounded  and  to 
try  and  limit  it  to  a few  rigorous 
rules  is  only  detracting  from  its  vital 
charm. 

Rather,  in  granting  this  man 
point,  we  would  say  that  they  would 
be  the  effects  of  happiness  and  not 
the  steps  by  which  to  reach  it.

Dr.  O.  K.  Hansen 

Called  By  Death 

Dr.  O.  K.  Hansen,  ’95,  for  three 
successive  terms  the  Mayor  of  Provo, 
and  for  years  a prominent  Provo  dent- 
ist died  at  his  home  Saturday  evening, 
after  a prolonged  illness  following 
operations  for  intestinal  trouble. 

Born  September'  26,  1874,  at  Fair- 
view,  Utah,  he  entered  the  University 
in  1892  and  left  in  1895  to  engage  in 
missionary  work  and  later  to  study 
dentistry. 

In  addition  to  three  highly  success- 
ful terms  as  Mayor  of  Provo,  Dr. 
Hansen  is  probably  best  known  as  a 
lover  and  collector  of  art.  Anything 
of  an  artistic  nature — music,  drama, 
painting,  or  sculpture — claimed  the 
earnest  support  and  cooperation  of 
Hansen,  and  he  has  for  years  been 
the  owner  of  one  of  the  finest  oil  paint- 
ing collections  in  the  stat^,  and  has 
always  been  vigorous  in  his  support 
of  local  art  exhibits  and  the  Spring- 
ville High  School, 

Besides  his  mother,  two  sisters,  and 
five  brothers.  Dr.  Hansen  is  survived 
by  his  wife,  Helena  Anderson  Han- 
sen, ’93,  Dr.  O.  DeVere  Hansen,  '25, 
Ruth,  '28,  Margaret,  ’28,  Caroline, 
Thersa,  and  Genevieve — all  students 
Or  alumni  of  Brigham  Young  univer- 
sity.
